E.R. A. 


About one-third of the already very much 
curtailed E.R.A. force was dropped this week 
when the local E.R.A. allotment for the first 
two weeks in October was received, amount 
ing to only $1700, a cut of about $600 from 
that of the last two weeks in September. The 
force now numbers only about 60 men and 
women. 

No local W.P.A. project has gone through 
yet, but when one is approved, it is expected 
that additional men may be put to work. 

Conditions in Andover are good at present, 
Dr. J. J. Daly, welfare head, stated last 
night. Textile activity has held up well, this 
depleting the welfare lists. For the last two 
weeks in September Dr. Daly had to return 
about $100 and for the first two weeks about 
$200 because there were not enough local 
persons who qualify as E.R.A. workers to use 
up the full amount. 

Additional work may be secured later as 
the result of the $4593.52 grant from the 
state bond issue. The Board of Public Works 
is to select some highway project, which must 
be approved by the state department.

Woodbury Exhibit 


The Addison Gallery is presenting as the 
fourth of the New England Artists series, a 
retrospective exhibition in oil, water color, 
etching and drawing of the work of Charles 
H. Woodbury. Mr. Woodbury has received 
national recognition as an artist and teacher. 
He is a member of various art societies and 
has received a long list of awards during the 
past fifty years. It has been his special dis- 
tinction, however, to keep his work fresh and 
vigorous throughout these years. He has 
found in each painting a new adventure, not 
the excuse for the repetition of a formula. His 
etchings and drawings, with their emphasis 
on line as a means of expression, show the 
artist as among the most distinguished prac- 
titioners in these mediums, a thorough 
craftsman whose work carries him beyond the 
bounds of pure craftsmanship. The present 
exhibition is the most comprehensive ever 
held of Woodbury’s work, and has been 
arranged with the assistance of the artist 
himself. Mr. Woodbury’s associate, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Ward Perkins, has generously 
given of her advice and assistance in the 
selection of material. 

Mr. Woodbury was bern in Lynn, July 14, 
1864. He was a pupil of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology and later studied at 
the Julian Academy in Paris under Boulanger 
and Lefebvre, He is a member of the Society 
of American Artists, National Academy of 
Design, American Water Color Society, 
Society of American Etchers and numerous 
local societies. Among the many prizes he has 
won are: Purchase prize, Boston Art Club, 
1884; Bronze medal, Paris Exposition, 1900; 
Second W. A. Clark Prize, Corcoran Gallery, 
1914; Gold Medal Pan American Exposition, 
1915; Palmer Marine Prize, National Acad- 
emy, 1932.

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Who Brings Recovery? 


“The President deserves praise for his 
efforts to lift the country out of the de- 
pression,” was the concluding sentence 
of a communication which was sent to 
us and which we printed a week ago. To 
support the statement a list of statistics 
from an advertisement which appeared 
in Time magazine were appended, pur- 
porting to show that “practically all 
lines of business have shown a marked 
improvement.” 


There is no doubt that business has 
improved in many lines, but a careful 
examination of the figures in last week's 
communication would show that most 
of them are improvements which have 
taken place during the summer, and it 
was just before the summer that the 
President was forced to call a halt to his 
so-called “efforts to lift the country out 
of the depression.”’ It was in the late 
spring that the Supreme court declared 
the NRA, the keystone of the New 
Deal, invalid. After the President had 
reluctantly given in to the Court's dic- 
tum, things naturally did pick up, since 
business was no longer hampered by 
what the President had originated two 
years before. 

Walter Lippmann, in a recent article 
in the Yale Review, expressed a feeling 
that President Roosevelt might not be 
re-elected next year, and Lippmann is bi- 
partisan if anyone is. He based his opin- 
ion on the ent business improvement 
which came after the administration 
stopped interfering. ‘The voters will be- 
gin to wonder, he asserted, if the im- 
provement might not have come a year 
or two earlier if the President had not 
crippled business by needless regulations 
and limitations. If when he was inaugu- 
rated Mr. Roosevelt had told business 
right away that his term would be all 
“breathing spell,” and that there 
would be no new taxes—if he had said 
all this two years ago instead of today, 
there can be no doubt that the industii- 
al and business leaders of this country 
would have done their utmost to work 
the country out of the depression. They 


could not do this when they were tied 
up in a governmental strait-jacket; 
business can’t improve when there are 
so many restrictions that progress is im- 
possible 

The President has adopted a new 
policy now of practically saying that he 
does not intend to do anything—no 
more restrictions, no more taxes, This 
is precisely the same policy that Herbert 
Hoover followed, the only difference 
being that Mr. Hoover followed it 
throughout his administration and not 
after he had tried a group of rash experi- 
ments which would have served only 
to depress business more. 

In the last Presidential campaign the 
Republican party asserted that recovery 
was bound to come, a statement which 
history had never failed to uphold. 
There were many indications that re- 
covery was on its way at that time; we 
have the same indications now. The 
question that the voters will have to an- 
swer a year from November is: wouldn't 
recovery have continued to come if 
President Roosevelt had left business 
alone? Mightn’t we be well out of the 
depression now if the men who have 
guided American business for years, the 
men who have brought our periods of 
prosperity, had been given a chance to 
work out their own affairs instead of 
being told what to do by a group of 
men who were practically devoid of any 
real business experience? 

It is true: the President does deserve 
credit for his efforts. We feel that he 
thought they were good efforts, and 
anybody who does what in his opinion 
is the best thing does deserve credit. 
But what the country needed during 
the last two years was a man in the 
White House who would exert his ef- 
forts in the right and not the wrong 
direction, ‘There would be many less 
men on W.P.A., P.W.A., ete. now if 
someone had handled American busi- 
ness as it deserves to be handled. 

Isn't it a shame as far as business is 
concerned that the President didn’t de- 
cide to give up his erroneously conceived 
plans until his present campaign for re- 
election?

The story of this 123-mile dash across 
blizzard-swept ridges, sinister and sudden 
crev s, through temperatures of 75 degrees 
below zero at which hands and faces, and 
even the breath freezes in air—with darkness 
hampering every move—with eyes straining 
to distinguish the often-missing flags which 
marked the trail—straining for some flicker 
of Byrd’s beacon light in the far distance— 
sustained only by the unconquerable will to 
get to their leader, who, they feared, was in 
distress—this story, as told by Dr. Poulter, 
is a document of human endurance and 
scientific resourcefulness, which will thrill 
mankind, 

As a matter of fact, Byrd had been griev- 
ously ill at Advance Base, but he had weath- 
ered the worst and was getting better, when 
Dr. Poulter according to arrangements 
started out to meet him there for some 
auroral observations. On the third attempt, 
the party w alf way there, when a radio 
message relayed from Little America and 
originally from Byrd, urged him “to hurry 
up.” Taking this to mean that Admiral 
Byrd was in some sort of desperate condition, 
the tractor party made a heroic attempt to 
reach him, one man being forty hours at the 
wheel in one stretch in an effort to get there. 
When they finally did arrive, they learned 
the reason for the message from Byrd him- 
self. His weather observations, he told them, 
had indicated that there was to be a terrific 
drop in temperature. It was going down to 80 
below. Knowing that the men were on the 
trail, Byrd radioed for them to hurry to avoid 
getting caught in the terrible cold!
